The Democrat 
and Watch- 


man of the time tells the story 
of the fire as follows: 


"About 6:30 p. m. the large 


barn was discovered to be on 
fire, the 
flames 
proceeding 


from the haymow. 
Mr. Smith 


had only left the barn 10 min- 
utes before and at that time 
there were no indications of 
fire nor had anyone been seen 
•smoking about the building. 


"The hay bunged with such 


rapidity ttatt it was with 
gi]aa1)eftt efforts and danger- 
fOiM exposure that four of the 
14 horses in the barn werfi 
nesoued. The horses lost in 
|the Aaraea were valued at 
8,000 and Included a two-year- 
old colt, thqee geldings and 
aix mare*. Those saved were 
three valuable stallions and 
an old driving marie, valued 
at $6,000. 
"The city 
fire 
department 


responded to the alarm but the 
fire was too far away from the 
hydrants to be reached, how- 
ever, a fire engine was taken 
out and emptied the large cis- 
tern at Mr. Smith's residence, 
but without avail. 


"The barn 
and 60 tons of 


hay in the loss were valued at 
$9,000. 
The origin of the fire 


is a mystery.

I. The Greatest In the Kingdom 


of Heaven (vv. 1-4). 


1. The disciple's question (v. 1). 


The prominence given to Peter In 
connection with the announcement 
of Christ's purpose to build the 
church and the payment of tribute 
with the money in the fish's mouth, 
provoked jealousy on the part of 
the othet disciples. Seeing that the 
kingdom was to come to realization 
despite the tragedy of the cross, 
the disciples thought it best to have 
settled their place of rank In the 
kingdom. Instead of entering into 
sympathy with Jesus in the dark 
hour of his passion, they were su- 
premely concerned with the digni- 
ties to be conferred upon them- 
selves. 


2. Jesus' answer (vv. 2-4). 
He 


taught them concretely by placing 
a little child In their midst Two 
vital truths stand out In his reply: 


a. Condition of entrance into the 


kingdom (v. S). He showed them 
that the great question which should 
concern 4hem was as to whether 
they wei-e really In the kingdom. 
Their behavior revealed, the fact 
that they needed conversion before 
they could enter into the kingdom. 
Before they could even see, much 
less enter into the kingdom, they 
must be born from above (John 
3:3, 5). 


b. Those possessing childlike hu- 


mility are the greatest (v. 4). It Is 
highly Important that we under- 
stand childhood; The "child Is de- 
pendent, lowly, and docile. Doctor 
Morgan sets forth the following 
characteristics of childhood: 


(1) Imperfection. 
The child Is 


not only the emblem of imperfec 
tion but Is subconsciously aware of 
It. Because of this it awaits In- 
struction and correction in order for 
development. 


(2) .Simplicity. All the powers of 


the child's being express them- 
selves freely, readily, and naturally 


(3) Suhmlsslveness. 
While the 


child has inherited sin yet it yields 
to the touch of the skillful hand 
The touch of the hand of the teach 
er and the parent leaves Its Im- 
press upon the child to the end of 
Its life.
